TUB I-ETTEli THAT CAUSED A DESEIVriO:,'.—ES- 


TltACTS FROM A SOUTEEI'.S E2-GEXEEJLL'S 
.'>iip:r:cii IN AT-ABAMA. 
At fi recent political gnthorin^ in Tuscura- 


bia, AIn.,Cien. Cullon A. Battlo related tho 
following touching story in tho eourfio of his 
speech: 


During tho Winter of l£f,;-i—j-f it was my 


fortune to bo president of ono of the courts- 
martial of tho nnny of Northern Virginia. 
Olio blank December morning, while tto 
snow covered tho ground and tho •winds 
howled nroimcl our camp, I loft my bivouac 
ire to attend tho session of the court. Wind* 
ing for miles along uncertain paths, I nt 
length arrived at tlio court ground at ttound 
Oak Church. 
Day nfler day it hud been our 


duty to try tho gallant soldiers of that army, 
charged with violations of military law; 
but 


never bud I on any previous occasion been 
greeted by such anxious spectators as on 
that morning awaited tho opening of tho 
court. 
Case after case was disposed of, and 


at length tho ease of ' 'The Confederate 
States vs. Edward Cooper" 
was colled— 


charge, desertion. 
A low murmur 
TOED 


spontaneously from the baltle scarred spec- 
tators, as a young artilleryman ro.se from 
tho prisoners' bench, and in response to the 
question, ''Guilty or not guilty ':'' answered, 
"No^ guilty." 


Tho judge, advocate was proceeding to 


open tlio prosecution, when tho court, ob- 
serving that the prisoner was unattended by 
counsel, interposed and inquired of the ac- 
cused, "Who is your counsel ?!> lie replied, 
"I have no counsel." Supposing that it was 
his purpose to represent himself before tho 
court, tho judge advocate was instructed to 
proceed. Every charge and specification 
against tho prisoner was sustained. 
Tho 


prisoner was then told to introduce his wit- 
nesses, lie replied, "I have no witnesses." 
Astonished at tlio calmness with which he 
seemed to be submitting to what ho regard- 
ed as inevitable fate, I said to him, 
"Havo 


you no defense ? Is it possible thnt you 
abandoned your comrades and deserted your 
colors in the presence of tho enemy without 
any reason V 
He replied, 
"There was a 


reason, but it will not avail mo before a mili- 
tary court. ' I said : "Perhaps you are mis- 
taken ; you are charged with the highest 
crime known to military law, and it is your 
duty to make known tho causes that influ- 
enced your actions.'' For tho first time his 


ily form trembled, and his bluo eyes 


swam in tears. 
Approaching the president 


of the court he presented a letter, saying BB 
20 did so. 
"There, general, is what did It." 


I opened tho letter, and in a moment my 
eyes filled with tears. 
It was passed from 


one to another of the court until all had 
seen it, and those stern warriors who had 
passed with Stonewall Jackson through a 
nmdred battles wept like little children. 
Soon as I sufficiently recovered my self pos- 
session, I read tho letter as tho defense of 
;he prisoner. It was in thcso words : 


MY DEAR EDWARD: I have always been 


iroud of you. 
and since your connection 


vith tho Confederate army I have been 
irouder of you than ever before. 
I would 


iot have you do anything wrong for tho 
world; but before God, Edward, unless you 
come home wo must die! Lost night I was 
aroused by little Eddie's crying. I called 
nd said: "What's tho matter, Eddie?" and 
10 said: "Oh, 
mamma, I'm 
so hungry!" 


And Lucy. Edward, your darling Lucy, Gto 
never complains, but she is growing thinner 
and thinner every day. 
And before 
God, 


Idwartl, unless you come homo \vo must 
lie. 
YOTJK MART. 


Turning to the prisoner, I asked: "What 


lid you do when you received this letter?" 
le replied: "I made application for a fur- 
ough, and it was rejected; again I made ap- 
ilication and it war, rejected; a third time I 
nado application and it was rejected, and 
hat night, as I wandered backward and for- 
vard in tho camp, thinking of my home, 
vith the mild eyes of Lucy looking up to 
me, and tho burning words of Mary sinking 
n my braiu, I was no longer tho Gonfeder- 
uto soldier, but I was the father of Lucy 
and tho husband of Mary, and I would havo 
>assed those Hues if every gun in the bat- 
ery had fired upon me. I went to my 
ionic. Mary ran out to meet me, her angel 
.rms embraced me; and she whispered, '0! 
Idward, I am so happy! I am so glad you 
jot your furlough!'She must have felt mo 
shudder, for she- turned pale as death, and 
catching her breath at every word, she said, 
Have you como without your furlough? Oh! 
2dward, Edsvard, go back! go back! Let mo 
and my children go down together to the 
jrftvo, but O, for heaven's sake, save the 
lonor of our name!' And hero I am, gentlo- 
iien, not brought here by military power, 
nit in obedience to the command of Mary, 
,o abido the sentence of your court." 
Sj Every officer of that court martial felt the 
"orcc of tho prisoner's words. 
Before them 


stood, in beatific vision, the eloquent plead- 
er for a husband's and a father's wrong.s;but 
•hey had been trained by their great leader, 
Itobert E. Leo, to tread tho path of duty, 
.hough tlio lightning's flash scorched tho 
jround beneath their feet, and each in his 
,urn pronounced the verdict—guilty. 
For- 


tunately for humanity, fortunately for tho 
Confederacy, tlio proceedings of the court 
vei'O reviewed by the commanding gotioral 
an;l upon the record was written: 


HI:AI>(JVAIITI:I;S, A. N. V. 


Tlie finding of the court is approved. Tho 


prisoner is pardoned and will report to his 
company.

practical farmers for the proper timo to cut 
timber, thoir answers will probably enable 
iiiui to cut in any mouth of tlio twelve; and 
yet all cannot be right. At a recent meet- 
ing of tho Experimental Fnrm Olub (at tlit 
Eaatorn FonuHylvnuiu, Exporimentul fnrni) 
an interesting essay was read by Thos. 
Wood, who Booms to hnvo taken 
groat 


trouble to collect tho experience of others 
as well as retain tho results of his own. A 
careful perusal of his essay loaves n strong 
impression on tho niinid of tho render that 
August is n safe mouth in - which to cut 
down timber. I agree 
with him thai 


hickory wood cut duriug tho Winter will ha 
badly eaten by worms, nud I am now haul- 
ing hickory cut iu March, which is badly 
'borca and covered with worm dust. All 
the results given by tho essayist point to 
the Summer moutliB as tho proper time to 
out timber for (til purposes, when durability 
or hardness is tho object, nud to this I 
would like to add ouo amendment, TIZ: 
that the treo bo cut off tit tho stump and in- 
stead of being trimmed up nt oiico. it bo al- 
lowed to lie until the leaves foil off or until 
they are dead and dry, having extracted nil 
the sap from tho wood. 


Boards cut from timber felled at 
this 


timo and treated in this way are for many 
purposes seasoned ns . soon r.s sawed out. 
Mr. 'Wood claims that in removing n fence 
sot in 1833 ho found that those posts, 
•which had been placed iu the ground iu a 
position the reverse of that iu which they 
grew in tho treo, were comparatively sound, 
while those placed iu the usual manner 
wore entirely gone. Ho also states that he 
fenced soveuty-uro acres in 1S21-2, nud.not 
having enough rails, cut a few iu May—tho 
others having been cut in the Winter pre- 
Tious. ' Those cut in Hay were good forty 
years after, but those cut in tho Winter 
wero somewhat sup rotten. I think wo 
may safely assume 
that Juno, July aud 


August are the proper months. 


SAVING GAHDEX SEEDS.—In this matter of 


garden seeds, it is not sufllcieut to save the 
best-developed roots and plnuts from which 
to grow seed, but tho best pods must bo se- 
lected after tho seed Is grown. There is ns 
much difference in the flowering stalks of 
the same plaut as in tho children of the 
samo "parents. Some may bo puny and fee- 
ble, while others are vigorous. It is not 
safe to propagate from the puny onos, and 
hordu lies one groat advantage of every 
man's raising his own seed. The 
profess- 


ional sood-nrower saves all tho seed. For 
hi?, own use ho may select tho vigorous 
peduncles, but for tho general market wo 
can hardly expect him to be so particular. 
Take n cabbage, for instance. Some of the 
peduncles, or secd-benring branchen.nre vig- 
orous, and produce largo pods full of large 
sand. By gathering these branches nloue, 
mid then seloetiug the best pods from them, 
we will warrant a No. 1 seed.
